Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-3, 5 and 7 are allowed. 

2. This action is in response to BPAI action of Examiner, affirmed-in-part dated 3/23/2007. 
Claims 1-3 and 5 are allowed in view of BPAI reversal of the Examiner for claims 1-3,5 and 7. 
Claim 7 was dependent upon 6 and has now been amended to be in independent form by 
Applicants amendment dated 7/23/2007. Claims 6 and 8-14 on which Examiner was affirmed 
are cancelled by the applicant in the same amendment dated 7/23/2007.
